Your letter has cotne tu hand, and will) 


what pleasure itia received you can imagine, 
wheu you know it U the first that I Lave re 
reived since I was wdunded, two weeks a^o 
to-day. 


I \vill give you a few particulars of my 


interest in the battle of Falling Wateis. 
On Uiat day, July 2d, company B were tliu 
advanced scouts of the army. I was the 
left guide of tho first platoon, and in hurry- 
ing up my charge, I got about twenty rods 
in advance of the platoon, which was stut- 
tered in all directions, as scouts .should be. 
I was also aliout fifty rods in advance ol 
the array. I lired the firatshot on our aide, 
and just as I had done so, the rebels begtm 
to approach. 


I dropped on the ground, as from the 


way tha bullets whistled around me, I knew 
that I was tho special object of their atten- 
tion. But ns none of* tin* bullets hit mo on 
the ground, I got up, loaded and fired w^ 
gun several times, before I was atruck In 
any of them. The first hall went plum 
through my breast. 1 fired i>ncc after thih 
and should have done so again, but for an 
ugly rip through iny left arm. 


After this I staggered to the fence bleed- 


ing most profusely. 
I supposed my time in 


this life wa? measured, as I should either 
die or fall into rebel hands. I leaned to 
the fence but a few moments, when tlu- 
brutes came rushing by and shot me again 
through the left knee. This rendered me 
insensible for a few moments. When I re- 
covered J was determined to make one tnori> 
effort for my life. 
I disrobed myself of ev- 


ery thing I could, and stopped tlio flow ol 
blood as much as possible. It was no use, 
however, I was too weak. I full upon tho 
ground. 
My i.exl recollections are of si 


bed and medical attendance. Saturday 
night, July (!th, I was removed to this ho ; 
pita! where I have received exec-Hani treat- 
ment and care, and am improving beyond 
all expectation. 


I received five bullela in all, t.onc of 


which struck mo in the back. 
My pistol in 


my breast pocket saved my lite. Tell Will 
Eld red that the meerschaum he gate me 
was knocked all to pic-cos by a spent ball 
that went through my side pocket, and it 
doubtless aaved me from a slight wound. 
I shall save tho remnants for him. 1 ex- 
pect to be able to return with the regiment 
in the middle of August. Write me often 
and tell my friends to write often. 
Tell ni) 


father that I am doing well, and that he- 
must write to me. 
I am only sorry that 1 


am ill and disabled, because it di'tackcs me 
from the regiment. This letter is written 
by one of my nurses, nrid he signs my name 
for me as I would for myself.

SECKSSIOS SYMPTOMS. — It s remarkable 


that opponents of the national government 
in this uly, who bold a respectable slnin\ 
ing in society, are generally unwilling tu 
be called secessionists— generally chum to 
bo "good Union men." lit cyme, they 
say, only opposed to " Lincoln," (to whom.* 
name they often attach some discourteous 
epithet,) and to his administration. They 
strangely imagine that opposition to that 
which united Stephen A. Douglas, and Mil- 
lard I'Mlmore, and Kdward liverett, at,d 
John A. Dix, and Daniel S. Dickinson, in 
cordial and earueat support of the admin- 
istration, can fairly bo claimed to be onty 
opposition to " black republicanism." They 
delude none but themselves ; but ibc fuel 
that these most respectable al>elti>ra or apol- 
ogists of the rebellion, are obliged to",siij.';ir 
coal" it with such a silly delusion, is a >ery 
significant symptom. 


Another scarcely Jess significant symp- 


tom is the ferocity which Heewsion senti- 
ments engender in the minds which hold 
them. Let any man listen to the conversa- 
tion on this subject, which he may chance 
to hear, nnd observu this. There are men 
of culture in tins city, nnd even women, 
making pretensions to refinement aud del- 
icacy, who express openly withes concern- 
ing the chief magistrate of ihe nation, which 
Bie utterly barbarous. We have heard ev 
presstona from persons ou both sides of tin1 
controversy which taay have been, too ve- 
hement ; but we have never heard of a Un- 
ion man or woman, making any pretentioiih 
to refinement, who could ult«r such savage 
wishes, respecting JettVrdon Davis, or any 
of the loaders of the rebellion, ashuve been 
expressed by secessionists concerning the 
president.

I fired the first shot on our side,

that I was the special object of their atten- 
tion. But BS none of the bullets hit me on 
the ground, I got up, loaded and fired my 
gun several times', before I was struck by

Eldred that the meerschaum he gave me 
was knocked all to pieces by a spent ball 
that went through my side pocket, and it 
doubtless saved me from a slight wound. 
I shall save the remnants for him. 
I ex- 


pect to be able to return with the regiment 
in-the middle of August. 
Write me often 


and tell my friends to write often. 
Tell my 


father that I am doing well, and that he 
must write to me. I am only sorry that I 
am ill and disabled, because it detaches me 
from the regiment.

by one of my nurses, and he signs my name 
for me as I would for myself.

SEC. 1. It shall not bo lawful for any owner or driver, 


or any person in charge of any vehicle whatsoever to

hement ; but we have never heard of a Un- 
ion man or woman, making a,ny pretentions 
to refinement, who could utter such savage 
wishes, respecting Jefferson Davis, or any 
of the leaders of the rebellion, as have been 
expressed by secessionists concerning the 
president.

and Christian feeling ; bnt can this be said 
of a wish to cut off the head or cut out the 
heart of a ruler whose only alleged -fault is 
excessive vigor in putting down an utterly* 
lawless rebellion ? ;

Major Ueorge B. JUeClellftn. 


Next in rank to Lieut. Gen. Scott stands 


Major Gen. George B. McClellan. He is 
hardly thirty-five years of age, having been 
born in Philadelphia on December.'!, 18'^(J. 
At the age of sixteen ho entered the mili- 
tary academy at West Point, graduating 
with the class of 1846, with the rank of 
brevet second engineers. 
Until the Mexi- 


can war, however, he had no opportunity 
of distinguishing himself, and then "for 
gallant and meritorious conduct in the bat- 
tles of Contreraa and Cherubusco," aa the 
orders expressed it, he was brevetted firat 
Lieutenant. " For gallant and meritorious 
conduct in the battle of Moline del Key," 
oa Sept. 8, 1847, he was offered a brevet 
captaincy, which he declined. He was ad 
vaneed to tbia rank, however, subsequently, 
" for gallant and meritorious conduct in 
tb.e battle of Chepnltapec," and received 
the command of a company of sappers, 
miners and pontoniers in May, 1848. 


At the close of the Mexican war he re- 


turned to West Point, where he remained 
OD duty with the sappers and miners until 
1851. During this time he introduced the 
bayonet exercise into the army, and trans- 
lated and adapted a manual which has 
sincj become a text book for the service. 


During Ihe summer and full of 1851, he 


superintended the construction of Fort 
Delaware, and in the succeeding spring was 
Assigned to duty under Major K. B. Mar- 
cy, iti the expedition for the exploration of 
the Red river. 
Thence he was ordered di- 


rectly to Texas as senior engineer, on the 
staff of Gen. Persifer F, Smith, and was 
engaged for some mouths in surveying the 
rivers and harbors of that state. In 1853 
he wna ordered to tho Pacific coast in com- 
mand of the western division of the survey 
of tho north Pacific railroad route. Here- 
turned to the east in 1654, on duty connect- 
ed with the Pacific survey, and was euga- 
g«d also in secret service to the We»t In- 
dies. The next year he received a commis- 
sion iu the first regiment of cavalry, and 
was appointed a member of the commis- 
sion which went to the seat of war in the 
Crimea and in northern Russia. Col. Rich- 
ard Delafield, oue of his colleagues, ia now 
»D officer in the rebel army, and Major Al- 
fred Mordecai; the third member of the 
commtsaiou, a abort time ago resigned the 
soperintendency of the Troy arsenal. Ma- 
jor McClellan'a report on the "organization 
of European armies and the operations of 
the war," a quarto volume, embodying the 
result of his observations iu (he Crimea, 
greatly enhanced his reputation as a scien- 
tific soldier. 


In January, 1857, weary of inaction, he 


resigned his position in the army to become 
tic* president and engineer of the Illinois 
Central Railroad, which post he held for 
three yeaw, when he was offered and ac- 
cepted the presidency oi the Ohio& Missis- 
sippi Railroad, of which ho wiu general su- 
<periutendent.

midable dimensions, Maj. McClellan's serv' 
ices were at once called into requisition.— 
Gov. Curtin, of Pennsylvania, tried to se- 
cure the benefit of his experience in organ- 
izing the volunteers from that state, but the 
tender of the major generalship of the Ohio 
forces reached him first, and be at once ac- 
cepted it. On May 14th, ho received a 
commission aa major general in the United 
States army, and has, until within a few 
duy*, had command of the department of 
Ohio, which comprises all of the states of 
Illinois, Indiana and Ohio, ami that part of 
Virginia lying north of the Great Kenawha 
River, and west of the Green Brier Iliver 
and the Maryland line with so much of 
Pennsylvania as lies west of a lino drawn 
fr»m the Maryland line to tho north-east 
corner of McKean county.

Those thai succeeded in reaching Con tor- 


ville had 4 hour.s to stop, tho reserve force 
under Col. Miles being posted beyond Cen- 
lervillc.

UAJUK GEXKHAI, HoitiaiT PATTBBSON. —

legiate education, and early manifested mil- 
itary inclinations. After graduating at col- 
lege, he was appointed firat lieutenant in 
the 22d regiment of regular United Slates 
infantry, iu April, 1813, he was transferred 
to the 32d infantry ; appointed assistant 
deputy quartermaster general (with the 
rank of captain) January, 1814, and cap- 
tain iu line, 1814, and thereupon relinquish- 
ed rank in ihe staff. He retired from the 
army in the same year, upon his disband- 
ment of h'is regiment. He subsequently 
followed the profession of the law in his 
adopted city, and for many yours was con- 
nected with ihe military of Philadelphia. — 
In IB 17, he was appointed major general of 
volunteers, and proceeded lo Mexico and 
assumed command of his division. 
He 


was actively engaged in ihe seige of Vura 
Cru/., but shortly afterward his health fail- 
ed, and he returned to the United States, 
and wju therefore unable to take putt in 
tbu well contested bailies in the upper part 
of Mexico, which crowned thu American 
arms with glory and conquered peace.

calls for. Those he can draw without diffi- 
culty from Richmond. It is also more than 
probable tbnt Oeu. Johnston, passing Mn- 
nassus Gap, has by this lime readied the 
Junction with his fifteen thousand men— 
the pursuit of Gen. Patterson being so tar- 
dy aa to relieve the enemy from apprehen- 
sion of tin attack on tho flank, until after 
the main conflict shall hare been decided. 
If these impressions be correct, it is quite 
certain that th« rebel chief ia al the head 
of a force outnumbering our own, intrench- 
ed behind powerful batteries of rifled can- 
non, and ready to repeat upon a larger scale 
the incident at Bull's Run. 
We may be 


foolishly sanguine BS to the result of a con- 
test in which the enemy has the choice of 
position and the protection of elaborate de- 
fences. 


We shall be absurdly misguided if we 


reckon on nothing but displays of poltroon- 
cry on thu part of our adversaries. 
It is to 


imitate the silly bravado of I'almettodom to 
assuino that tho northern soldier is more 
than a match for two or even one of his 
antagonists. It is far better to rate the en- 
emy in these and all other respects at his 
full value, than to rush upon him reckless- 
ly on tho faith of these (also assumptions 
and gross miscalculations. It ia indeed 
quite within the range of possibility that, 
in the event of a collision at Manassas 
Junction our army may not obtain that vic- 
tory which is popularly regarded as certain ; 
and for this deplorable contingency it will 
be well to have our minds prepared. 
Had 


Gen. Patterson followed up the retreat of 
Johnston so actively as to accompany the 
general attack in front by one on the flank 
and rear of Gen. Beauregard'a position, we 
might anticipate success with greater con- 
fidence. This failure may beget us a Wa- 
terloo, and in that event the Pennsylvania 
commander will be its Grouchy,

Major Gen. George B. McClellan. He is 
hardly thirty-five years of age, having been 
born in Philadelphia on Decembers, 1826. 
At the age of sixteen be entered the mili- 
tary academy at West Point, graduating 
with the class of 1846, -with the rank of 
brevet second engineers. 
Until the Mexi- 


can war, however, be had no opportunity 
of .distinguishing himself, and then "for 
gallant and meritorious conduct in the bat- 
tles of Contreras and Cherubusco," as the 
orders expressed it, he was brevetted first 
Lieutenant. "For gallant and meritorious 
conduct in the battle of Moline del Rey," 
or/Sept. 8, 1847, he was offered a brevet 
captaincy, whict he declined. 
He was ad- 


vanced to this rank, however, subsequently, 
"for gallant and meritorious conduct in 
the battle of Chepultapec," and received 
the command of a company of sappers, 
miners and pontoniers in May, 1848. 


At the close of the Mexican war he re- 


turned to West Point, where he remained 
on duty with the sappers and miners until 
1851. 
During this time he introduced the 


bayonet exercise into the army, and trans- 
lated and adapted a manual which has 
since become a text book for the service.

Important Bills tnat linvc Passed Botll 
Mouses of Congress. 


!•—The bill to increase the present mili- 


tary establishment of the United States. 
adds to th<:s existing force of the regular 
army nine regiments of infantry, one oi 
cavalry, and one of artillery, increasing the 
standing urmy to forty thousand men. 


2.—Biil to authorize a national loan. By 


this bill -she secretary of the treasury is au- 
thorized to borro.w, of the United States, 
within"twelve mouths, of the/passage of this 
act, a sum not exceeding two hundred and 
fifty millions, or so much thereof as he may 
deem necessary for the public service, on 


superintended the construction of Fort 
Delaware, and-in the succeeding spring was 
Essigned to daty under Major R. B. Mar- 
cj, in the expedition for the exploration of 
the Red river. 
Thence he was ordered di- 


rectly to Texas as senior engineer, on the 
staff of Gen. Persifer F. Smith, and was 
engaged for some months in surveying the 
rivers and harbors of that state.

Col. Rich- 
ard Delafield, one of his colleagues, is now 
an officer in the rebel army, and Major Al- 
fred Mordecai, the th',rd member of the 
commission, a short time ago resigned the 
snperintendency of the Troy arsenal. Ma- 
jor McClellan's report on the '''organization 
of European armies and the operations of 
the war," a qnarto volume, embodying the 
result of his observations in the Crimea, 
greatly enhanced his reputation as a scien- 
tific soldier. 


In January, 1857, weary of inaction, he 


resigned his position in the army to become 
vice president and engineer of the Illinois 
Central Railroad, which post he held for 
three years, when he was offered and ac- 
cepted'the presidency of the Ohio & Missis- 
sippi Railroad, of which he was general-su- 
•permtendent. 


When oar domestic troubles assumed for- 


midable dimensions, Maj. McClellan's serv- 
ices were at once called into requisition.— 
Gov. Curlin, of Pennsylvania, tried to se- 
cure the benefit of his experience in organ- 
izing the volunteers from that state, but the 
tender of the major generalship, of the Ohio 
forces reached him first, and he at once ac- 
cepted it.

commission as major general in the United 
States army, and has, until within a few

GENERAL ROBERT PATTEBSON— 


Major General Robert Patterson'was born 
m Ireland in 1792, and emigrated to this 
country when quite young, taking up his 
abode in Philadelphia. He received a col- 
legiate education, .and early manifested mil- 
itary inclinations. 
After graduating at col- 


lege, he was appointed first lieutenant in 
the. 22d regiment of regular United States 
infantry, in April, 1813, he was transferred 
to the 32d infantry; appointed assistant 
deputy 'quartermaster general (with the 
rank of captain) January, 1814, and eap- 
tain m line, 18.14, and thereupon relinquish- 
ed rank in the staff. He retired from the 
army in the same year, upon his disbaud- 
raent of h'is regiment. 
He subsequently 


followed the profession cf the law in his 
adopted city, and for many years was con- 
nected witlr the military of Philadelphia.— 
In 1847, he was appointed major general of 
volunteers, and proceeded to Mexico and 
assumed command of his division. 
He 


was actively engaged in the seige of Vera 
Cruz, but shortly afterward his health fail- 
ed, and he returned to the United States, 
and waa therefore unable to take part in 
the well contested battles in the upper part 
of Mexico, .which crowned the American 
arms with glory and conquered peace.

Four BRIDUKB, July 8, 1861. 
GAVCKTTG:—We have come a 


long stretch since I wrote you last, but it 
needs but n few lines to describe any amount 
of such country. 1 wrote you last nt Fort 
Laramir, where we hud just commenced to 
encounter tpurs of the Rocky Mountains, 
called the Ulack Hills, and it has been a 
continued series of deserls, hills and plains, 
producing nothing but sagebrush and prick- 
ly pear or cactus. There is no variation in 
the soil except from sand to gravel, and 
from gravel to sand, with an occasional 
patch of grass in the bend of the streams, 
or a little bunch-grass in tho sags of the 
hills growing iu pure sand. 


When we reached the Sweet Water, near 


Devil's Gate, Independence Rock, etc., we 
found quite a continuous range »f moun- 
tains of pure granite, and presenting, at a 
distance, rather a smooth appearance; but 
as you near them, you will find their solid- 
ity broken only by occasional seams, and 
the cliffs presenting a rounded instead of & 
ragged appearance, with scarcely tho color 
of vegetation to bo seen. As we came 
nearer the South Pass we found the moun- 
tains mostly covered with snow. 


We h'ave found a great deal of bad wa- 


ter, tho whole country seeming to be im- 
pregnated with tvlkali, nnd consequently the 
grass and water, more or leas, partakes of 
it. 
Hero we found a small valley partially 


productive, containing about one thousand 
acres, with n fine creek running through it, 
and upon which there is n saw mill. Moat 
of the grans hero is reserved forgorernment 
stout, although the ofl'icerd are very gentle- 
manly and obliging men. 


Uolnnd nnd Joslyn arc with us. We are 


all well, and our stock is nil doing we1.!. 
We have lost nothing but one cow and two 
calves. I think we have got over the hard- 
est part of thu road.

A BKTTEII KKKLISCJ.—A very great nnd 


happy change of feeling has taken place 
today among our citizeiiH. The extras we 
htvve circulated, correcting the exaggerated 
reports of yesterday, have relieved, in a 
great measure, tho gloom and sadness pro- 
duced by the first despatches announcing 
the defeat of our troops. 


TIIK IlouitoiiH or HATTI.K.—The corres- 


pondent of thu Cincinnati Commercial wri- 
ting from thw scene ot thu Rich Mountain 
battle, describes the appearance of the dead 
and wounded, ;vs follows : 


THK 
DKAll ON THK FIKI,1> OK UATTI.K. 


The dead presented a ghastly spectacle. 


I never conceived anything half so hideous. 
No power ut expression is adequate to de- 
scribe it. It was a complete concentration 
of horror's self. It is said that the features 
of those who die by other causes, arc usu- 
ally relieved by n faint smile—that suffer- 
ing ia rardy left impr.nted on the coutite- 
natieo of n corpse—^bnt that tup counte- 
nances of those who are shot have impressed 
upon them the traces ot pain. Those which 
I Siiw—about fifty— exhibited nothing but 
the revoUinj: characters of exquisite agony. 
There was nut the IninttM glimmer of u Hn- 
gerinir smile, not tho slightest possible tint 
of softness or mildness, not a lineament of 
beauty remaining, to relieve the harsh, hor- 
rid, distorted, agonized faces of the dead of 
Rich Mountain. The bright sun, glancing 
through the parting leave*, lent no kindly 
rav to .soften the ugly outlines; melancholy 
had no sad, quiet shadow, to mingle with 
the hard, forbidding aspect of the deudfnces 
on which I gazed with iicrfed horror. Had 
there boon even traces of nngry passion, 
vindictiveuesd, revenge, death could not 
hnvo [stared so horribly aa it did, out of 
those ghastly lineaments ; we would have 
felt there was atill something human left in 
those human faces but mere outlines, 


Tho fiii'cs of our own dead were as fear- 


fully forbidding as those of their dead ene- 
mies. 
It was impossible to drive from my 


mind reflections upon the terrible intensity 
of grief which tho-ie who see the forbidding 
countenances of the dead loved ones on the 
field of battle, must experience. I imag- 
ine it must exceed all other grief for the 
dead—because every feature is so distorted 
nnd unnatural, so entirely devoid of the tone 
of expression which friends have loved in 
the living features. Some were lying prone 
on the field as they hud fallen, with limbs 
sprawling, grunt thiek blotches of coagula- 
ted blood near their bodies, their garments 
saturated wilh the ensanguined flow, nnd 
tlieir gaping faces and stony eyes, staring 
full ut tho broad, brnken sky. 
One who 


had been shot down in the woods above the 
breastworks, lay sttuk upon his face, one 
nrm thrown with a. convulsive struggle 
nrouiid tho limb of n fallen tree. 
Clotted 


blood whieh had flowed out of his side, wns 
ncnr him in thick lumps. 


Hut tho most hideous scene was that of 


twenty-nine dead rebels packed horribly to- 
gether in n trench—most ot them with fear- 
ful orilices perforating their heads, through 
which the bruins oo/.ed in sickening clots; 
others with Minie holes full iu their breastsj 
some with shattered limbs, nnd others with 
lacerated and mangled flush, wilh here and 
there a mangled bone exhibiting itself. Oh 
horrible I most horrible 1 Our own precious 
dead, but few in number, had been more 
tenderly gathered, tind kind comrades had 
decently composed their stiffening forms. 
I lifted the covering which had concealed 
their inanimate features, but saw "nothing 
to remove from my mind the indellible im- 
pression of tho unmitigated ugliness of dead 
faces of men shot in battle. 


Our own dead occupy separate graves on 


the bnttle field they so gallantly won. Tlie 
bodies of our brave but misguided foemcn 
were carefully laid in a common grave, and 
are now resting quietly where but yesterday 
they fought so well. 


THK WOUN'UEI). 


Our own and tho rebel wounded Iny 


strown together in blankets on tho floors of 
Hart's house. Every available space was 
covered with their convulsive and quivering 
bodies. 
Down under the porch there was 


another line of wounded. There was no 
difioronco in Urn treatment of the Hufferers. 
The severely wounded of the enemy were 
attended to before the slightly injured of 
our own nrmy. 
Most of them suffered in 


silence, n taw slept soundly, but some moan- 
ed with intense agony. 


One poor fellow, nn Indianiati, shot thro' 


the side of his head, who could even yet 
stand on his feet with assistance, suffered 
excruciating agony. If he survives it will 
bo almost mirnetilons. Now and then a 
wounded rebel would stare sullenly at our 
people, but the majority appeared grnteful- 
ly surprised at tho kindness with which 
they wero treated. Indeed everything pos- 
sible wns donu to mitigate their an (Turin g*. 
I shall not attempt to depict the ghastly 
pictures of horrid wounds and shuddering 
forms of poor victims, to whom it would 
have bcon merciful if they could have died, 
but who lay on the cold, cold ground, quiv- 
ering with agony, with no chance to survive, 
and yet could not eke out a last suffering 
gasp. 


felling of trees. The left is a rolling table 
land, easily commanded from the success- 
ive elevations, till you reach a country so 
rough and so rugged that it ia a defense to 
itself. Tho key to the whole position, in 
fact, is precisely that point which Gen. 
Beau regard chose for his center, and which 
he has fortified so strongly that, in the 
opinion of military men, 5,000 men could 
there hold 20,»00 at bay. 


The position, in fact, is fortified, in part, 


by nature herself. 
It is a succession of 


hills, nearly equi-diatant from each other 
in front of which is a ravine so deep and 
ao thickly wooded that it is impassable only 
at two points, nud those through gorges 
which fifty men can defend against n whole 
army. It was Rt one of these points that 
the Washington artillery was first encamp 
ed, nnd tjpugh only half of the battalion 
was then there, and we hud only otie com 
pany of infantry to support us, we slept as 
soundly, under the protection of our guns 
as if we bad been iu a fort of the amplest 
dimensions. 


Of the fortifications superadded here by 


Gen. Beauregard to those of nature, it is, 
of course, not proper for mo to speak.— 
The general render, in fact, will have ti suf- 
ficiently precise idea of them by conceiving 
a line of forts some two miles in extent, 
zig zug in form, with angles, salients, bas 
tions, casemates, and everything that prop' 
erly belongs to works of this kind. 


The strength and advantages of this po 


sition at Manasaaaare very much increasei 
bj the fact that fourteen miles further on is 
a position of similar formation, while the 
con n'ry between is admirably adapted t< 
the aub.sistc'iice and entrenchment of troops 
in nnmberK as large as they can easily be 
maneuvered on the real bnttlo field.

FORT BRIDGEK, July 8,

EDITORS GAZETTE:—We have 'dome a 


ong stretch since I wrote you last, but it 
needs but a few lines to describe any amount 
of such country. I wrote you last ,at :Fort 
Laramir, where'we had just commenced to 
encounter spurs of- the Rooky Mountains, 
called the Black Hills; and it has-been a 
lontinued series of deserts, hills and plains, 
producing nothing but sage brush and prick- 


ly pear or cactus. There is no variation in 
the soil except from sand to gravel, and 
from gravel to sand, with an occasional 
patch of grass in the bend of,' the streams, 
or a little bunch-grass in -the sags of the 
hilis growing in pure sand-1 


When we reached the'Sweet Water, near 


Devil's Gate, Independence Rock, etc., we 
found quite a continuous range of moun- 
tains of pure granite, and presenting, at .a 
distance, rather a smooth.appearance; but 
as you near them, you'will find their1 solid 
ity broken only by occasional seams, anc 
the cliffs presenting-a rounded instead of a 
ragged appearance, with scarcely tho color 
of vegetation to bo seen.

THE HOBRORS OP BATTLE.—The corres- 


pondent of the Cincinnati Commercial wri- 
ting from the scene of the Rich Mountain 
battle, describes the appearance of the dead 
and wounded, aa follows : 


THK DEAD OX THE FIELD OF BATTLE, 


The dead presented a ghastly spectacle. 


I never conceived anything half so hideous. 
No power of expression is adequate to de- 
scribe it. It was a complete concentration 
of horror's self. 
It is said that the features 


of those who die by other causes, are usu- 
ally relieved by a faint smile—that suffer- 
ing is rarely left imprinted on the counte- 
nance of fi corpse—but that the counte- 
nances of those who are shot have impressed 
upon them the traces of pain. Those which 
I 8aw—about fifty—exhibited nothing but 
the revolting characters of exquisite agony. 
There was not the faintestglimmer of a lin- 
gering smile, not the slightest possible tint 
of softness or mildness, not a lineament of 
beauty remaining, to relieve the harsh, hor- 
rid, distorted, agonized faces of the dead of 
Rich Mountain. 
The bright sun, glancing 


through the parting leaves, lent no kindly 
ray to soften the ugly outlines ; melancholy 
had no sad, quiet shadow, to mingle with 
the hard, forbidding aspect of the dead faces 
on which I gazed vrilh perfect horror. Had 
there been even traces of angry passion, 
vindictiveness, revenge, death could not 
have [stared so horribly as it did, out of 
those ghastly lineaments ; we would havo 
felt there was still something human left in 
those human faces but mere outlines. 


The facea of our own dead were as fear- 


fully forbidding as those of their dead ene- 
mies. 
It was impossible to drive from my 


mind reflections upon the terrible intensity 
of grief which those who see the forbidding

dead—because every feature is so distorted 
and unnatural, so entirely devoid of the tone 
of expression which frieuds have loved in 
the living features.

which the brains oozed in sickening clots; 
others witU Minie holes full in their breasts; 
some .with shattered limbs, and others with 
lacerated and mangled flesh, with here and 
there a mangled bone exhibiting itself. Ob 
horrible! most horrible 1 Our own precious 
dead, but few in number, bad been more 
tenderly gathered, and kind comrades had 
decently composed their stiffening forms. 
I lifted the covering which had concealed 
their inanimate features, but saw "nothing 
to remove from my mind the inclellible im- 
pression of the unmitigated ugliness of dead 
faces of men shot in battle. 


Our own dead occupy separate graves on 


the battle field they so gallantly won. 
Tbe 


bodies of our brave but misguided foemen 
were carefully laid in a common grave, aad 
are now resting quietly where but yesterday 
they fought so well. 


THE WOUNDED. 


Our own and. 
the rebel wounded lay 


strown together in blankets on the floors of 
Hart's house. 
Every-available space was 


covered with their convulsive and quivering 
bodies. 
Down under the porch there was 


another line of wounded. 
There was no 


difference in the treatment of the imfferers. 
The severely wounded of the enemy were 
attended to before the slightly injured of 
our own array. 
Most of them suffered in 


silence, a few slept soundly, but some moan- 
ed with intense agony. 


One poor fellow, an Indianian, shot thro' 


the side of his head, who could even yet 
stand on his feet with assistance, suffered 
excruciating agony. If he survives it will 
be almost miraculous. 
Now and then a 


wounded rebel would stare sullenly at our 


by the fact that fourteen miles further on is 
a position of similar formation, while the 
country between is admirably adapted to 
the subsistence aud entrenchment of troops 
in numbers as large as they can easily be 
maneuvered on the real battle field.

Not an individual here knows 
his plans or a single move of a regiment 
before it is made, and then only the Colo- 
nel and his men know where it goes to.— 
There is not a man here who can gi-ve any-

I fired once after this 
and should have done so again, but for an 
ugly rip through my left arm. 


After this I. staggered to the fence bleed- 


ing most profusely. I supposed my time in 
this life was measured, as I should either 
die or fall into rebel hands. I leaned to 
the fence but a few moments, when the 
brutes came rushing by and shot me again 
through the left knee. This rendered me 
insensible for a few moments. When I re- 
covered I was determined to make one more 
effort for my life. 
I disrobed myself of ev- 


ery thing I could, and stopped tho flow of 
blood as much aa possible. It"was no use, 
however, I was too weak. I fell upon the 
"round. My next recollections are of a 
bed and medical attendance. Saturday 
night, July 6th, I was removed to this hos- 
pital where I have received excellant treat- 
ment and care, and am improving beyond 
all expectation. 


I received five bullets in all, v.one o! 


which struck me in the back. 
My pistol in 


my breast pocket saved my life. Tell Will 
Eldred that the meerschaum he gave me 
was knocked all to pieces by a spent ball 
that went through my side pocket, and it 
doubtless saved me from a slight wound. 
I shall save the remnants for him. I ex- 
pect to be able to return with the regiment 
in the middle of August. Write me often 
and tell my friends to write often. Tell my 
father that I am doing well, and that he 
must write to me. I am only sorry that I 
am ill and disabled, because it detaches me 
from the regiment. This letter is written 
by one of my nurses, and he signs my name 
for me as I would for myself.

el ought to die, and the patriotic wish that 
he may die by the hands of the public ex- 
ecutioner, is not inconsistent with humane 
and Christian feeling ; but can this be said 
of a wish to cut off the head or cut out the 
heart of a ruler whose only alleged fault is 
excessive vigor in putting down an utterly- 
lawless rebellion ?

ism or their "sympathy''' with secessionists, 
producing such barbarizing effects on their 
minds, to ponder the meaning of the symp- 
toms, and beware of the disease.—St. Louis 
Democrat.

Major George B. MeClellmn. 


Next in rank to Lieut. Gen. Scott stands 


Major Gen. George B. McClellan. He is 
hardly thirty-five years of age, having been 
born in Philadelphia on December 3, 1826. 
At the age of sixteen he entered the mili- 
tary academy at West Point, graduating 
with the class of 1846, .with the rank of 
brevet second engineers. 
Until the Mexi- 


can war, however, he had no opportunity 
of distinguishing himself, and then " for 
gallant and meritorious conduct in the bat- 
tles of Contreras and Cherubusco," as the 
orders expressed it, he was breve tied first 
Lieutenant. " For gallant and meritorious 
conduct in the battle of Moline del Rey," 
on'Sept 8, 1847, he was offered a brevet 
captaincy, which" he declined. He was ad- 
vanced to ttis rack, however, subsequently, 
"for gallant and meritorious conduct in 
the battle of Chepultapec," and received 
the command of a company of sappers, 
miners and pontoniers in May, 1848. 


At the close of the Mexican war he re- 


turned to West Point, where he remained 
on duty with the sappers and miners until 
7.851. During this time he introduced the 
bayonet exercise into the army, and trans- 
lated and adapted a manual which has 
since bscome a text book for the service. 


During the summer and fall of 1851, he 


superintended the construction of Fort 
Delaware, and in the succeeding spring was 
assigned to duty under Major R. B. Msr- 
cy, in the expedition for the exploration of 
the Bed river. 
Thence he was ordered di- 


rectly to Texas as senior engineer, on the 
staff of Gen. Peraifer F. Smith, and was 
engaged for some months in surveying the 
rivers and harbors ef that state. In 1853 
he was ordered to the Pacific coast in com- 
mand of the western division of the survey 
of the north Pacific railroad route. He re- 
turned to the. east in 1854, on duty connect- 
ed with the Pacific survey, and was enga- 
ged also in secret service to tha West In- 
dies. The next year he received a commis- 
sion in the first regiment of cavalry, and 
was appointed a member of the commis- 
sion which went to the seat of war in the 
Crimea and in northern Russia. Col. Rich- 
ard Delafield, one of his colleagues, is now 
an officer in the rebel army, and Major Al- 
fred Mordecai, the third member of the 
commission, a short time ago resigned the 
snperintendency of the Troy arsenal. Ma- 
jor MeClellan's report on the •"' organization 
of European armies and the operations of 
the war," a quarto volume, embodying the 
result of his observations in the Crimea, 
greaily enhanced his reputation as a scien- 
tific soldier. 


In January, 1857, weary of inaction, he 


resigned his position in the army to become 
vice president and engineer of the Illinois 
Central Bailroad, which post he held for 
three years, when he was offered and ac- 
cepted the presidency of the Ohio &, Missis- 
sippi Bailroad, of which he was general-su- 
-periutendent. 


"When our domestic troubles assumed for- 


midable dimensions, Maj. MeClellan's serv- 
ices were at once called into requisition.— 
Gov. Curtio, of Pennsylvania, tried to se- 
cure the benefit of his experience in organ- 
izing the volunteers from that state, but the 
tender of the major generalship of the Ohio 
forces reached him first, and he at once ac- 
cepted it. On May 14th, he received a 
commission as major general in the United 
States army, and lias, until within a few

POSITION "OF THE SECOSD REGIMENT.—

Important Bills tnat have Passed Both 
Houses of Congress. 


1.—The bill to increase the present mili- 


tary establishment of the United States. 
adds to the existing force of the regular 
army nine regiments of infantry, one of 
cavalry, and one of artillery, increasing the 
standing army to forty thousand men. 


2.—Bill to authorize a national loan. By 


this bill the secretary of the treasury is au- 
thorized to borrow, of the United States, 
withinvtwelve months of the'passage of this 
act, a sum not exceeding two hundred and 
fifty millions, or so much thereof as he may 
deem necessary for the public service, on 
certificates of coupon, registered stock or 
Treasury notes, the stock to bear interest 
not exceeding seven per cent, per annum, 
payable semi-annually, irredeemable for 
twenty years, and after that period redeem- 
able at the pleasure of the United States : 
the treasury notes of denominations not 
less than fifty dollars, and payable three 
years after date, with interest of seven and 
three-tenths per cent, per annum, payable 
annually on notes of fifty dollars, and semi- 
annually on notes of larger denomination. 
The bill further authorizes the secretary of 
the treasury to issue, in exchange for coin, 
and as apart of the above loan, or pay for 
salaries or other dues from the United 
States, treasury notes of less denomination 
than fifty dollars, not bearing interest, bu 
payable on demand by the assistant treasur 
ers of the United States at Philadelphia 
New York or Boston ; and books to be 
opened for subscription to treasury notes 
for fifty dollars and upwards at places o 
which due notice will be given in one or 
more public newspapers published wherever 
subscription books may be opened. The 
secretary may negotiate any portion of said 
loan to one hundred millions of dollars in 
any foreign couutry. The bill pledges for 
payment of the interest and redemption ol 
the principal the duties of iinpost^on tea,

artillery horses, cut them loose and gallop- 
ed off. In the space of a few seconds some 
forty thousand men, infantry, cavalry, ar- 
tillery, baggage trains, ambulances, strag- 
glers, were rushing and roaring down the 
road to Mantua, knocking each other down, 
trampling the dead and dying under their 
feet, and hundreds falling exbaused acd 
"breathless by the wayside.

If these impressions be correct, it is quite 
certain that the rebel chief is at the head 
of a force outnumbering our own, intrench- 
ed behind powerful batteries of rifled can- 
nou, and ready to repeat upon a larger scale 
he incident at Bull's Run. We may be 
bolishly sanguine as to the result of a con- 
est in which the enemy has the choice of 
losition and the protection of elaborate de- 
^enccs. 


We shall be absurdly misguided if we 


eckon on nothing but displays of poltroon- 
ry on the part of our adversaries. It is to 
mitate the silly bravado of Palmettodom to 
assume that the northern soldier is more 
ban a match for two or even one of his 
utagonists. It is far better to rate the en- 
my in these and all other respects at his 
ull value, than to rush upon him reckless- 
y on the faith of these false assumptions 
nd gross miscalculations. It is indeed 
uite within the range of possibility that,

Had 
en. Patterson followed up the retreat of

MAJOR GENERAL ROBERT PATTEBSON.— 


Major General Robert Patterson was born 
in Ireland in 1792, and emigrated to this 
country when quite young, taking up bis 
abode in Philadelphia. He received a col- 
legiate education, and early manifested mil- 
itary inclinations. After graduating at col- 
lege, he was appointed first lieutenant in 
the 22d regiment of regular United States 
infantry, in April, 1813, he was transferred 
to the 32d infantry; appointed assistant 
deputy quartermaster general (with the 
rank of captain) January, 1814, and tap- 
tain in line, 1814, and thereupon relinquish- 
ed rank in the staff. He retired from the 
army in the same year, upon his disbaiid- 
raent of h'is regiment. 
He subsequently 


followed the profession of the law in his 
adopted city, aud for many years was con- 
nected with the military of Philadelphia.— 
In 1847, he was appointed major general of 
volunteers, and proceeded to Mexico and 
assumed command of his division. 
He 


was actively engaged in the seige of Vera 
Cruz, but shortly afterward his health tail- 
ed, and he returned to the United States, 
and was therefore unable to take part in 
the well contested battles in the upper part 
of Mexico, which crowned the American 
arms with glory and conquered peace. 


THE WISCONSIN FOURTH REGIMENT AND 


THE ERIE RAILROAD.—The 4th Wisconsin 
regiment, which left here yesterday morn- 
ing, arrived in Corning in the afternoon, 
but there found their further progress stop 
ped by a dispatch from ilr. Miuott, of the 
Krie company, directing that they should 
not be taken to Elmira over their branch. 
Up to ten o'clock last night this refusal was 
persisted in by the Erie road authorities at 
Corning, to the great annoyance and vexa- 
tion ofthe regiment, who were naturally at 
a loss to conceive any adequate reason for 
such a course. At last the colonel deter- 
mined to submit to the edict no longer, aud 
gave the Erie men fair warning that he 
should^go to Elmira on the first train. The 
New York night express came along soon 
afterwards, and, true to his word, he detail 
ed a tile of twenty men to possess the en- 
gine, which they did immediately. He then 
told the railroad men that he was "goiu^j to 
Elmira on that train;" that he " would 
much prefer the company should run it 
themselves, but if they wouldn't, he had en- 
gineers, conductors and brakemen enough 
among 
his own soldiers to 
run 
it 


instead." 
Another engine was instantly 


attached, the train in which the soldiers 
were deposited " hitched on behind," and 
the whole arrived at Elmira about two hours 
afterwards, under the direction of the Wis- 
consin railway soldiers and their plucky 
colonel.—Buffalo Commercial, ISth.

THE HORBOIIS OF BATTLE.—The corres- 


pondent of the Cincinnati Commercial wn- 
tino- from (he scene of the Rich Mountain 
battle, describes the appearance of the dead 
and wounded, as follows : 


THF DE\U OX TUB FIELD OF BATTLE. 
The dead presented a ghastly spectacle. 


I never conceived anything half so hideous. 
No power of expression is adequate to de- 
scribe it 
It was a complete concentration 


of horrors self. It is said that the features 
of those who die by other causes, are usu- 
ally relieved by a faint smile—tnat suffer- 
in^ is rarely left imprinted on the counte- 
nance of a corpse—but that the counte- 
nances of those who are shot have impressed 
upon them the traces ot pain. Those which 
I saw—about fifty-exhibited nothing but 
the revolting characters of exquisite agony. 
There was not the faintest glimmer of a lin- 
gering smile, not the slightest possible tint 
of softness or mildness, not a lineament ol 
beauty remaining, to relieve the harsh, hor- 
rid distorted, agonized faces of the deado 
Rich Mountain. The bright sun, glancing 
through the parting leaves, lent no kind j 
rav to soften the ugly outlines ; melancholy 
had no sad, quiet shadow, to mingle with 
the hard, forbidding aspect of the deadfa.ces 
on which I gazed vihh perfect horror. Had 
there been even traces of angry passion 
vindictiveness, revenge, death could no 
have'stared so horribly as it did, out o 
those "hiistly lineaments ; we would havi 


hills, nearly equi-distant from each other, 
' front of which is a ravine so deep and 


thickly wooded that it is impassable only

I lifted the covering which had concealed 
their inanimate features, but saw "nothing 
to remove from my miud the indellible im- 
pressiou of the unmitigated ugliness of dead 
faces of men shot in battle. 


Onr own dead occupy separate graves on 


the battle field they so gallantly won. The 
bodies of our brave but misguided foemen 
were carefully laid in a common grave, aad 
are now resting quietly where but yesterday 
they fought so well. 


THE WOTODED. 


Our own and the rebel wounded lay 


strown together in blankets on the floors of 
Hart's house. Every available space was 
covered with their convulsive and quivering 
bodies. 
Down under the porch there was 


another line of wounded. There was no 
difference in the treatment of the sufferers. 
The severely wounded of the enemy were 
attended to before the slightly injured of 
onr own army. 
Most of them suffered in 


silence, a few slept soundly, but some moan- 
ed with intense agony.

One poor fellow, an Indianian, shot thro 


the side of his head, who could even yet 
stand on his feet with assistance, suffered 
excruciating agony. If he survives it will 
be almost miraculous. Now and then a 
wounded rebel would stare sullenly at onr 
people, but the majority appeared grateful- 
ly surprised at the kindness with which 
they were treated. Indeed everything pos- 
sible was done to mitigate their sufferings. 
I shall not attempt to depict the ghastly 
pictures of horrid wounds and shnddenng 
forms of poor victims, to whom it would 
have been merciful if they could have died, 
but who lay on the cold, cold gronnd, quiv- 
ering with agony, with no chance to survive, 
and yet could not eke out a last suffering 
gasp.
